Whiteball, Fan.2. Lat Night a Mc fenger arrived 
with Letters from Blackhal!, dated the 30ti paft, with 
the following Account of the Surrender of the Town 
and Caftle ot Carlifle to his Royal Highnefi rhe Doke 
ot Cumberland. On the 29th, it was found neceffary 
to abdare the Firing frow the Battery, which had began 
to play the Day before, for Want of Shor, ‘tll towards 
Evening, when a frefh Supply arriving, it was renew'd 
very briskly for two Hours, which fhook the Walls 
very much. 

The fame Evening a Fellow attempting to get out of 
the Town, was taken by one of the advanced Parties, 
and bropght tothe Duke. He delivered two Leirers, 
one for his Royal Highnefi, the other for the Com- 
mander of the Dutch Troop, fappos’d to be with his 
Army. They werefrom a Perfon ftiling himfelf Com- 
mander of the French Artillery, and of the French 
Garrifon that was at, or might come to Carlifle, and 
who fabfcribes his Name de Geoghegan, for the De- 
fence of the Town ard Citadel ; and the Contents of 
them were to fummon the Commander of the Dutch to 
retire with his Troops from the Englifh Army, under 
Preterce of the Capiulation of Tournay. 

The Night of the 29th was fyéent in raifing anew 
Battery of three Kighteen Pounders, which was com- 
pleated by the Morning : Bot on the firft Plareon of the 
old Battery firing, the Rebels hung our the White 
Flag ; whereupon the Bartery ceas’d, and they call’d 
over the Walls, that they had two Hoftages ready to be 
delivered atthe Englifh Gate, which is on the oppofite 
Side of the Town. His Royal Highnefi chen order’d

Meflapes marked (A) and (B) in Writing, to be fign’d 
by Co:onel Conway. The tecond Mefluge being de- 
figned as an Anfwer to the Perfou’s Leer who culied 
himfelf a Frenchman.

Paper marked (C) figned by John Hrmilron, whereapon 
they were fent back with rhe Terms figned by the 
Duke of Richizond, by Orcer of his Royal Highnels, 
as Contained in the Paper, marked (D,) and abour Four 
they brought the Paper marked (E,) figned alto by John 
Hamilton; on which Brigidier Bligh way ordered im- 
mediacely to take Poffeflion of the Town, and he will 
have there this Night goo Fuot-Guards, and 700 
Marchiog Foor, with 120 Horfe, to parole in the 
S'reets.
